The program in addition to colon I 
x ation of Siberia and central Asia 
contem plates the im prov em ent of the 
agricultural m ethods of the peasantry 
which are prim itiv e and unproductiv e 
In the ex trem e, and for bringing the 
peasants, whose gregariousness leads 
to th eir gathering In v illages and ev en 
in tow ns of a population as high as 
30.000, nearer to their lands.

W ashington, May 
29.—The house 
committee on elections of p resident, 
vice p resident and members of con­ 
gress has authorized a favorable re­ 
p ort on the 
bill of Rep resentative 
Gaines of West Virginia, p roviding 
for p ublicity regarding election ex­ 
p enses. 
It is an elaborate measure 
end p rovides to whom contributions 
shall be made and defines p olitical 
< ommittees. 
The hill first defines “p olitical com­ 
m ittees” and makes the measure ap p ly 
to “any committee, association or or- 
ganizatioan which shall aid or p romote 
the success or defeat of any p erson 
who shall be a candidate for the office 
of rep resentatives or delegate in con­ 
gress at any election or who shall be 
voted for at such election. The defini­ 
tion is also marie ap p licable to p resi­ 
dential and vice p residential elections. 
The term "p ersonal committee” is 
cIso defined and 
co vered by the p rovi­ 
sions of the measure as any commit- 
tae or organization, etc., to aid or de­ 
feat the nomination of any p erson for 
the office of rep resentative or dele­ 
gate in congress. 
AH contributions to aid the election 
or defeat of such candidates must be 
made only to a chairman or treasurer 
of such “p olitical committee” as de­ 
fined, and the same regulation is made 
to ap p ly to contributions for nomina­ 
tions, that is. the contribution must 
fie to an officer or member of the "p er­ 
sonal committee.” 
Candidates for other offices than 
those named but which are to be voted 
for at the same election with mem­ 
bers of congress or electors, arc al­ 
lowed to p ersonally p ay their -own 
traveling exp enses and such other 
costs necessary to p rop erly get before 
the p ublic their views and p osition. 
No committee is allowed to receive 
contributions until it has a treasurer 
rnd other officers, and such fact certi­ 
fied to the clerk or a United States 
district court. 
Every p ayment toward election ex­ 
p enses made under the p rovisions of 
ihe measure must he vouched for, un­ 
less less than one dollar, by receip ted 
Mil, stating the p articulars of the ex­ 
p enditure, and such receip ts must not 
1 e destroyed until twelve months af­ 
ter the election to which they relate. 
Every exp enditure made must be 
certified 
to the clerk of a United ! 
Plates district court within three days I 
after it is made, with the p rovision | 
that any exp enditure made within six ! 
days p receding the elections shall be 
certified on the day it is made. 
Likewise, all receip ts of contribu- 
; tions which amount to more than 
$50 
j are to be certified to the clerk of the 
j court by the officer of the committee 
! receiving them and are to constitute 
a p ublic record in such clerk’s office. , 
Uontributions must be made in the 
name of the p erson making them. 
Jurisdiction is given district or circuit 
courts to comp ed the filing of the ex­ 
p enses or contributions as stip ulated, 
and such p roceedings are allowed p re- 
1 < edence on the court docket.

j < ourt p rocedure is outlined in detail 
j in the measure. 
Nothing in the measure is to limit 
! i xp enses of contesting an election. 
The violation of its p rovisions is made

Proposed New Law Places the Pack­ 


ing Houses Under Strict Require­ 


ments as to the Wholesom eness of 


Their Products— An Amendment to 


the Agricultural Bill That W ill Be 


of Far- Reaching Importance. 


One of the most Imp ortant measures 
p assed by the United States senate so 
far this session was the Meat Insp ec- 
tien bill, introduced by the senior sen­ 
ator of Indiana. Albert J. Beverdlge. 
This bill was introduced after a con­ 
ference of President Roosevelt, Sec­ 
retary 
of 
Agriculture 
Wilson 
and 
Senator Beveridge. 
The Beveridge bill p rovides for ths 
Insp ection of animals on the hoof, 
and also for the insp ection of all food 
p roducts p rep ared in any slaughtering, 
canning, salting, p acking, rendering or 
similar establishment. 
It is p rovided 
that nothing in the way bf meat p ro­ 
ducts shall go to the p ublic for con­ 
sump tion until it bears the label “In­ 
sp ected and p assed.” 


Rigid Sanitary Rules. 
Rigid sanitary rules for all p acking 
houses are laid down in the p rop osed 
law. 
It is made the duty of the gov­ 
ernment Insp ectors to insp ect the san­ 
itary condition of p acking houses a? 
well as to insp ect the animals offered 
for slaughter and the meat offered for 
sale. 
In order to make the law effective ft 
is p rovided that on and after Jan. I. 
19 07, no p erson, firm or corp oration 
shall transp ort or offer for transp orta­ 
tion, and no carrier of interstate com­ 
merce shall transp ort or receive for 
transp ortation from one state or terri­ 
tory or the District of Columbia, or 
any p lace un’der the Jurisdiction of the 
United States, or to any foreign coun­ 
try, any carcasses, meat or food p ro­ 
ducts thereof which have not been In 
sp ected, 
examined 
and 
marked 
as 
"insp ected and p assed.” in accordance 
with the p rovisions of this act. 
It is p rovided that any* meat food 
p roduct p acked In any can. tin, p ot 
or canvas shall bear the government 
label before it can enter interstate 
commerce. 
The secretary of agricul­ 
ture is authorized to fix a schedule of 
fees for the insp ection of animals on 
the hoof and for the insp ection of 
meats and meat p roducts. 
It is p ro 
p osed that these fees shall defray the 
cost of insp ection. 
A fine of $ 10.000 and imp risonment 
is the p enalty fixed for any violation 
of the p rovision of the p rop osed law. 
This bill was p assed on last Friday 
as an amendment to the agricultural 
ap p rop riation hill. 
More than ordi­ 
nary significant'« attaches to the ac­ 
tion of the senate in adop ting it. 
The bill was p assed without debate 
or the formality of a reference to com­ 
mittee and p ractically under a threat 
from the p resident that if congress 
did not p ass the bill he would send 
a sp ecial message on the subject ac­ 
comp anied by a rep ort of an investiga­ 
tion made by Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury Reynolds ^nd Commis­ 
sioner of I.abor Neill Into the meat 
p acking industries of the country, 
which is little short of startling in its 
findings and recommendations. 
Will Not Be Changed. 
It is understood that everything w*as 
arranged, had the senate refused to 
act in the m atter, to have the p resi­ 
dent send the sp ecial message, accom­ 
p anied by the rep ort 01 the dep art­ 
ment of labor, which would have af 
forded tne country quite as much of 
a sensation regarding the op eration*! 
of the meat p acking houses as did the 
Garfield rep ort of Standard Oil. 
Senator 
Beveridge has assurance 
from the p robable conferees on th« 
agricultural bill that the amendment 
will not be changed in any p articu­ 
lar. 
If it is he will take the m atter 
up on the floor of the senate in a 
sp eech in which he p romises to be 
backed up by the p resident’s message 
and sp ecial rep ort that is exp ected to 
arouse the p ublic to such an extent 
that immediate action will be demand­ 
ed of congress. 
This is one Instance in which the 
p resident has had the unquestionefl 
advantage of the corp orations. 
The 
mere threat on his p art to send in to 
congress a sp ecial message dealing 
with the conditions In the p acking 
bouses was sufficient to quiet all op p o­ 
sition to the Beveridge bill when i* 
was offered as an amendment to th*> 
agricultural ap p rop riation bill. 
The secret of the p romp t adop tion 
of the Beveridge bill as an amend­ 
ment, it is said, is that the beef p ack­ 
ers want nothing said about what the 
government agents discovered in their 
p lants. 
Senator Beveridge called on 
the p resident and exp ressed the belie* 
that his amendment was about as ef 
fective as could be made. 
“I believe that the hill contains ai 
p erfect, if not the most p erfect, meat, 
beef and 
cattle 
insp ection 
in tho 
world.” said Senator Beveridge. “The 
bill does not change the existing law 
regulating the insp ection of meats for 
the exp ort trade. 
It simp ly p rovides 
that an American shall know that he 
is getring as good meat as the foreign­ 
er. who has always been well p rotect 
ed under our Insp ection laws 
O ur 
p eop le are about as good as thos» 
abroau. it seems to 
me, and are en­ 
titled to the same coaslderatioa. ”
